And as it is the cheefe(t 
point of a Commaunder to obferue good difcipline 
to aduance euerie enterprife and defigne: fo efpecial- 
ly incafe of feruing vnder forreine Princes and powers, 
let fich be blameleffe and irreproueable : accompli- 
fhing moreouer with refolution and difcretion whatfo- 
eueris committed to the charge of fuch, nothing at- 
tempting vpoa difcretion without commaundement 
of the Prince himfelfe vnder whom fuch ferue. And 
_ thatfuch be not lauifh in rewarding with honour, of 
too feuerein punifhing offenders beyond the difcipline 
then exercifed. The third and laft confifteth in the 7, wate te 
making true and diligent relation of euerie accident, and diligest 
vnto the Prince to whome fuch belong, Wee fhall t<!tion 
not neede to dilate on thefe,they are {o common, 
Nowe as concerning the common fouldier in this 
_ place of Non Volwutarie trauellers, let itonly be exacted 
of him, To be obedient to the difcipline prefcribed vn- 
to him,toelleeme of his armes as the cognifance of 
a fouldiers; and neuer to be tainted with mutinie or 
murmuting: For fuch do debarre themfelues euermore 
afterwarde of bearing armes, or of the reputation of 
Souldiers, though fuch may pretend great caufe.Of o- 
therthings letit be fought for in the voluntarie Tra- 
uellers.

Thirdly, not to travaile into their Princes enemies

And though of all ciuill nations we here may iuftly _ 
chalenge preeminence, yet how barbarous are we in 
many things ? namely, the Commons of this land,in 
the entertainement of ftrangers, purfuing them with 
the vncharitableneffe of hatred and defpight, like the 
Lithuanians ,thatvfe neither faith nor ciuilicy tothem. 
Neither are we alone : for the Commons of France 
and Spaine carie as hard a hand toward ftrangers; 
whereas the African heathen Negros, are fo charita- 
ble to ftrangers, that nothing fhall be denied them, if 
it reft in their powers to relieue their diftreffe and 
wants. In like fort are the people of the Baft India, fo 
re{pective of ftrangerssthatthe Stare deputeth certain 
perfons to fupplie them with all things requifite :and 
in cafea ftranger chance to die, the merchants of 
theircountrey fhall have deliueredvnto them their

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goods. And verely of al reformed States, ther is nones. 
liudge, more humane toward ftrangers at this day, 
thanarethe Nobilitie of Exgland,& of Polonia. WVhat 
vnciuilitie of manners and policie doth the Pope in.

How vnfeemly is the cunftome of the Frenchmen 
toward their King, and ancients in nobility & yeers?

bertines thorow the world: Andyetthe Parthians hea- 
then are fo courteous, ciuvill &kindtotheir wiues, as 
without manifeft proofes, they wil not be ouer iclous 
or fufpicious.From whom] fuppofe the French haue 
learned not-aditele renowne in-that point, not trauat-.

“and Seigniories of townes , places and perfons, &c. 
Andlafily, if,in regard of the time of trauailing , fuch 
beablero take degrees forthe approbation of their 
knowledge in the Vniuerfities, no doubt the honour 
and the commodity wil be very great. For,the title of 
a degree fo atchieued,wil celebrate more their worth 
than any other meanes, by getting credite to their 
learning and iudgement, and making them capable 
of preferment , having authoritieto be imployed in 
the feruice of the Common-weale. Thus much con- 
cerning thelawes: the whicha Trauailer may referre 
vato three heads, if he pleafe; To Things,toPerfons, 
to AGions. The Cuftomes now follow. | 


Cuftomes,they are certaine vfes of the Prince,State, Cuftomes. 


_ orpeople of the countrie ,wnwritté for the moft part, 
_ thatdoe prefcribe, or ftand in forceas lawes, chiefly 
ifthey bee good and profitable for the Common- 
weale; whereofthere arethree rankes,that [rauailers 


muft confider themin: Generall, Particular, and Re- General, 


gal!. Bythe Generali Cuftomes are meant the anci- 
ent vic aid ordering ofall things according to the an- 
cient nature thereof. Of which let Trauailers firft 
notetheir alterations. Thefe may be difcernedin the 
giving of Lawes: inenfample whereof,wee haue,at 
this day,a more exaG@ and ful order of the three {tates, 
‘concerning forme, than informer times. Secondly, 
in the Princes private Stateand houfhold: Laftly , in 
Religion, in diet, in apparel , and in the externall or- 
der of things and perfons. Inall which Cuftomes, 
moft Common-weales differ. Whereof wewill en- 
fampleonely,to our:Trauailer , the Princes priuate 
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eftate and houfhold which we calthe Court. Where- 
in what ordinary attendants and dependants, and 
what ceremonies, orders, and cultomes are appertai- 
ning to the perfon of the Prince,or tothe place it felfe 
wherefoeuerthe Court fhalbe,orto the Nobility,are 
theratherto betearned of Trauailers, that they may 
notbe ignorat of the proper cariage of euery Court, 
to enforme themfelues of behauiour. In Zartarrethis 
cuftome isvfed, that-no ftranger of what quality or 
deerce foeuer , dare put himfelfe in the Kings pre- 
fence, tonegotiate with him , betore hee hath beene 
purged with their fire.. Neither is it permitted to any 
ftranger, to fet his foote on the threfhold of the 
Cams lodging, or where any of his Princes or Lieu- 
tenants dwell, on paine of death. And in ourciuill 
Stateswe fec, no forreiner dare prefent himfelfeto - 
the prefence ofthe Prince , but by permiffion, or in. 
fpeciail cafes,andat fpecial times. Hence moreoucr 
arifeth our great refpect:to our Princes, in honou- 
ring and faluring them; whereasthe French are litele 
vncouered, and nothing fo relpectiue. Some coun- - 
trey peopledo kneele in the prefence oftheir Prince, 
others gaze in their faces onely: others caftdowne 
their heads andlookes; and {ome (asthe inhabitants 
of Baccalaos, or of thenew Land ffh)hauea cuftome 
when they reverence their King, in his prefence to 
rub their nofes,and ftroking theit forehead with their — 
hand vntothe necke; the which the King aceepreth 
as an honeft and due office and feruice , turning his - 
head eftfoones, to his left fhoulder, which is anote of © 
fingular fauour , and gratefulneffé ofthe King to hor - 
nour his Subie@. The which cuftomes, or the like; 
ed cline net: See Maye i though 
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though they be ftrange.and not regular, yet doe 
they becomewellenough the bounds of every nati- 
on. Inlike fort, the cuftomary phrafe of writing and 
{peaking,of action, of body, ofreuerencing,and fuch | 
fuch like,are fo to be pondered of Trauailers that they 
introduce not them into their owne Country, vnlefie 
thofecuftomes be ofa more-ciuill carriage,then fuch 
as their Countrey vfeth. For,that is a fowle and ir- 
regular tricke of common Trauailers , to innovate 
new fangles of fafhions in their Countrey,when they 
returne,though they iudge thé tobe of better efteem. 
Thisis acommon ftaine,and delight of Ilands. But as 
it isa fhame for ciuill States to be variable in the cu- 
fiome of diuerfitie of fathions, wondring at the 
cuftomes of other leffeciuill graces and behauiours, 
foasneedesthofe muftbee putin practife by them 5 


fo aTrauailer that innovateth forreine peculiar cu- 


ftoms of other Courts in his Countrey, where either 
more ciuill, oras good are vied, fwarueth from the 
guile of completeneficin T rauailers requirable. 

~ The Particular Cuflomes concerne themembers 
ofthe State, as Countreys, Dukedomes, Principali- 
ties,Counties,Seigniories, Domaines,Cities, lowns, 
Corporations, Caftles, Cittadels , Fortes , and fuch 
like: which require alfo in regard of their excel- 
lencie to bee looked into, fo farrefoorth as by dif- 
courfe and difcreete wayes may bee of Trauailers 


followed after. The third and aft Cuftomes are

tine of the Countrey,of the Prince,and Nobilitie, af-

Secondly,asconcer- 
ning the Prince,let itbe noted whattitles,of Cuftome, 
he is inuefted with : as the French King to bethe moft 
Chriftian King, which in thofe dayes was well arro- 
gated from other nations: As theKing of Spaine to 
bee called, the moft Catholike King; which ttle in 
thofe dayes was proper to him (1 fpeakeasa Romift) 
for he was Maximus bellator @profeffor Romana Cas 
tholice ecclefie: Andas our Souereigne King of Great’ 
Britaine, by likecuftome now, and with better title, 
may moft rightfully challenge to be the greateftand 
fincereft Defender of the faith of Chrift thorow the 
world; euen fo wasit atitle inthofe dayes when it: 
was reaflumedand acknowledged ofhis Anceftorof 
proper attribution (though the Pope had another flie 
and flouenly meaning and fetch of policie,in the be-. 
queft). For,withina little after,that moft vndanted 
King Henry the eight (whom for perpetuall’honor. - 
fake I thought good toname) by the good pleafure of | 
God,became the onely {tout Defender of the faith of 
Chritt fingularly , in fhaking off the Popes fuprema- 
cie, and withftanding his difpleafure. VVhereuntoals 
fo let a Trauailer learne, what place,of Cuftome,the : 
Prince hath amongft other Princes : and how fatre 
the fouereigntie of Princes {tretcheth , and of States, 
The which fouereignty is difcernable in foure points: 
The firft is to haue power abfoluteto givelawestoal 
in generall and in particular, without controlmentsas 
Priuiledges, Liberties, Franchifedomes, Honors, and 
fuchlike regalitics to places or perfons..

in the firlt fenfe at this day are France,Spaine, the Em- 
pire, /taly, Denmarke, and all thofe States that hold of 
the Pope orEmperour.
